my for higher learning. 
After a successful career, i 
iv closed in 1885 when some 
of tne facilities were 
transferred to Indianapolis.

A part of tne academy ouildi- 
ng still stands back of the 
Caristian Cnurcn ané is be- 
ing used for a dwelling 

Af a result of the congo- 
lidetion of the Felmouth and 
Fairview grade Scacols, the 
firet Fairview High School 
was ready for use in tne fall 
of 1890. It was a four-room 
frame building loceted where 
the present brick building 
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now stands. The first eichth 
grade conmencements, five years 
Defore the state superintendents 
had arranged a regular eight-= 
yéar course and promotion te 
high school. 

Tais frame building burned dure 
ing the holid-y vacction in 1903 
Tae Falmouth I.0.0.F, buildiasg 
wae made ready and school cont-— 
inued but no commencement was head. 
Following thie disaster the weat 
part of the present brick build 
ing wae erected and scnool was 
9 tinued, In 1813 the first rum 

Parnet«Teacher sroun in the 
State was organized hev-e at the 
Fairview High School, Tt as thro- 
ugh their influence that an arid 
ition was made to the building in 
1914, a'ding more class roors and 
& gyrnasium, They had in mind tthe 
establishment of the first Domest 
ic Science Class in the state of 
Indiana under te new Taw. Thisewas 
the only gymnasium in the county 
outside of Cornersville and it was 
considered ade-nate for holding 
tourneys and some of the surroung~ 
inghich schools rented it to play 
their vgomes, .
